the aggression of European Powers; and we rely 
on thu wisdom and justice of those Powers to 
respect tbe system of non-interference which has 
so long been sanctioned by time, and which, by 
Its good results, has approved itself to both con- 
tinents. 


The correspondence between the United States 


and France, in reference to questions which iiave 
become subjects of discussion between the two 
Governments, will, at a proper time, be laid before1 
Congress. 


When, on the organization of our Government 


under the Constitution, the President of the 
United States delivered his inaugural address to 
the two Houses of Congress, he said to them, and" 
through them to the country and to mankind 
that "the preservation of the sacred fire of liberty 
and the destiny of the republican model of gov- 
ernment are justly considered as deeply perhaps 
as finally staked on the experiment intrusted to 
the American people."
